WLAINE TO TUB BO&DIERS. 


An Eloquent Address by the Si an 


from Maine. 


OLD OBCHABD (Me.), Aag.S.—A mon- 


ster mass meeting of veterans, at which 
Blaine was present, -was held last even- 
ing. 
"When Mr. Blaino ascended th3 


steps of the stand to address the old 
soldiers he -was greeted with shouts, 
cheers and cries o£ " Blaine our next 
President." He said: 


Gentlemen of the Grand Army of 


Maine : I thank yon for this kindly and 
cordial greeting. This occasion has been 
one of great pleasure to me, in the re- 
newal of old acquaintances and the re-

calling of old scenes of civil life that 
ante date your splendid, 'deeds of war,

ot 1861—to the excitement, elation, and 
at the same time seriousness and sad- 
ness of that ominous aud critical era. 
I vividly remember every incident as we 
stood on the eve of the gigantic strug- 
gle. 
When at lasx. the war-cloud burst, 


and President Lincoln issued his proc- 
lamation for 73,000 men, Maine was 
asked for one regiment. 
Governor 


AVashburne summoned nn extto. session 
of the legislature. I had the honor at 
the time to be the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 
Our patriotism was 


fervid, oar confidence strong, and we 
younger members of the Legislature (I 
was but 31 years of ago myself) deter- 
mined to do something very bold, some- 
thing that we ventured to hope would 
be rather appalling to the Confederate 
Government. 
Instead of responding 


with one regiment, which the President 
had asked for, we authorized tho Gov- 
ernor to offer ten regiments to the Na- 
tional Government, and, though entirely 
unused to a state debt, wo empowered 
the Governor to borrow $1,000,000 on 
the faith of the State for immediate use 
in the equipment of the troops. 
We all 


fult that we were bragging when we used 
these big figures. \Ve felt sure our ten 
regiments would never be used, for such 
a contingent from 
Maine implied a 


larger force than Napoleon and Welling- 
ton both controlled on the field of 
AVaterloo. 


Gentlemen, yon, fai; better than I, 


know the sequel. 
Our ten regiments 


•were swept into the vortex of war before 
the expiration of half a year, and we 
ended by sending thirty-two regiments 
of infantry, two regiments of cavalry 
and nine batteries of artillery. This, 
with the troops necessary to keep their 
ranks fxiH in the terrible contest, ab- 
sorbed more than 70,000 men of Maine 
—a draft almost as large, in proportion 
to the 
arms-bearing 
population, as 


Frederick the Great levied upon the 
provinces of Prussia in the hardest 
pressed period of the Seven Years' 
War. 


You, gentlemen, are an houorod and 


important part of tho survivors of the 
great host. I join with you in yoar 
commemoration services for the unre- 
turning brave, for that great host who 
died for their country and for liberty. 
No victory ever assured so much good 
to mankind; none ever prevented so 
much evil. The straggle is over and 
our triumph is celebrated, not with a 
sense of having conquered a foe, but 
with that better sense of having re- 
claimed our kinsmen and brought them 
back to their own heritage and the pro- 
tection of their own flag. Beneath that 
flag, north oiid south, east and west, 
•will all fiud protection. Under 
its 


sheltering folds we shall all dwell to- 
gether in timty, for wo are bretharn. 


The speech closed amid a tunmlt of 


applause, which lasted ten minutes.

WHY ARE! NAMES NOT CtlVJBNT 


A Very Thin Campaign Story About 


Blaine's Early Ufe. 


CHICAGO, 
August 
10.—The 
long- 


promised story about Blaine's alleged 
peccadilloes with a woman when he 
was a school teacher in the Blue Grass 
region of Kentucky has at last been 
given publicity. 
The Times of this 


city this morning published two col- 
umns about the matter under date of 
Millersburg, 
Bourbon 
county, 
Ky. 


Omitting unnecessary descriptive ver- 
biage, the story is as follows: That in 
1850-51, or nearly thirty-five years ngo, 
one Colonel Thornton J. Johnson had 
two schools 
near 
Millersburg, 
one 


called the Western Military Institute 
for boys, the other a seminary for girls; 
that Blaine, then a young man, was 
employed as teacher in the boys'school; 
was called Major Blaine and wore a 
stunning military uniform, with nod- 
ding plun-es [Correspondent suggests 
that he might have secured the title of 
"Plumed Knight" from this fact]; 
that in the female department was a 
pretty and petite teacher to whom 
Blaine paid assiduous court, spending 
the most of his time between Friday 
evening and Monday morning in her 
company ; that after awhile whispers 
began to go aroucd that there were visi- 
ble siigns of the result of all this billing 
and cooing ; that it became an open 
secret that the young woman was in an 
interesting condition ; that the iscandal 
broke up the school ; that Blaine left, 
never to return, and that not long after 
the young woman also left and has not 
been heard of since. 


This is all. The name of the young 


woman is not given, A number ol 
alleged affidavits are published, in which 
every name except that of Blaine is 
carefully omitted, even that of the 
alleged notary before whom the alleged 
affidavits profess to have been made. 
Altogether the accusation as made is 
very weak. 


It has been known for some time that 


the proof-slips of this story were in 
the possession of a number of leading 
Democratic papers for publication.

The article further recites that the heir- 
apparent to the throne of England, is a 
free-trader on principle and regrets the 
existence of a protective policy in other 
countries, on the ground that hostile 
tariffs beget other forms of international 
hostility.

are thoroughly

Christian and constitutional. 
Respect- 


ing form of government, he accepts-: the 
Pope's dictum that what is best admin- 
istered is a constitutional monarchy and 
that it is the most economical form of 
government, because it keeps a check 
upon individual ambition, extravagance 
and jobbery. Tho republican idea, in 
the abstract, is very fascinating, but in 
practice delusive and costly, through 
waste, and unstable, especially in its 
foreign policy, which should be perme- 
ated by a fixed principle common to all 
parties of the State. Tae Prince be- 
lieves the English monarchy will endure 
because it is the nucleus of real republi- 
canism, having what other republics 
need—a center of gravity, apart from 
all, yet allied to all.

Lamb of Indiana is working up a boom 
for himself for another term in Con- 
gress, on the claim of having secured 
the passage of the amendment to the 
Chinese restriction act, which became 
a law the last session of Congress. The 
Cincinnati Enquirer, which has a large 
circulation in Lamb's district, in its 
Washington correspondence says : " If 
he were on the Pacific Coast instead of 
Indiana, this would nominate him for 
President." 


Lamb i s trying to get back into Con- 


gress under false pretences. 
His con- 


nection with the Chinese bill came very 
near proving fatal to it. As a member 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee he re- 
ported the bill to the House and had 
charge of it, but delayed making any 
attempt to get it upon its passage. 
He 


waited week after week for a chance to 
get it up under a suspension of the 
rules, and had it not been for Budd, 
who, 
although not in charge of the 


measure, or not even a member of the 
committee which reported it, watched 
his opportunity and had a resolution 
adopted, fixing a day for its considera- 
tion, the bill would still bo ou tho 
House calender. Lamb got even with 
Budd for interfering in the matter 
which he had charge of by refusing to 
yield to Budd any of his time during 
the debate ou the measure.

Adopted by the Hatloual Republi- 


can Convention at 


The Bepublioans of the United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to tha principles 
upon which they hava triumphed in nix 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American peopl" on 
the attainment ot BO many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
est purposes of our citizens. The 
Republican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform.

Garfield, whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in OougresH, guvu 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his'office an 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion oJ President Arthur we recognize 
a 
irise, conservative and 
patriotic) 


policy, under which tue country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. "We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 
It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights and promote 
the interesta of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
tbe comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 
We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives oi this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for, levenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government suuh du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to cxir diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages o> 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and thelaboi- 
ing man his full share in the national 
prosperity. 
Against the so-called economic sjstem 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Republican 
party favors a policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations aad which gives us the 
right to espeot that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs.

agian be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enuol 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
•within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from tho ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, aad 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the oivil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 


e'J?he people of the United States, iu 
their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. Th» National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 
, 
We htfve always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the cornrnercia1 nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of tbe most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Bepnblioan party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one for the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges.for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 
We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional bureau of labor, tbe enforcement 
of the eight-hour law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
Deeded. 
, ( 
We beliuve that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth mutt be secured to citizens by 
Amwrioaa adoption, and w» favor th» 


f/ettlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 
The Eopublican party, having its 
birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposad _ to 
placing onr workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at Lome or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 
The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under ^Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 
The publio lands are a heritage of the 


people of tho United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for email 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
complianea with the aotu of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 
The perpetuity of our institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern Spates, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
tho preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our moat earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of bis civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 
The grateful thanks of the American 


people are dtw to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican partyjilso pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arreais of Pensions Act of 1879, BO that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of the application.
